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Nixon, Brezhnev Begin Talks 
With Pledge Of World Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon and Soviet leader 
Leonid 1. Brezhnev began his­ 
toric summit talks today with 
joint pledges to work for lasting 
world peace. 
As Nixon welcomed Brezinev 
at colorful ceremonies on the 
White House south lawn, he 
said “all the world is watch­ 
ing” their week of summitry 
because 
“ the 
people 
of the 
world know that if leaders of 
the two most powerful nations 
. . . can work together . . . the 
chance for a world of peace is 
infinitely increased.” 
In remarks exchanged before 
Nixon ushered Brezhnev into 
his Oval Office to start their

This spring and summer, the price of 
soybeans and com has jumped wildly 
and really made interesting conversa­ 
tion. Most farmers have not been able to 
benefit from any of this inflation, and in 
fact, would prefer that com be stabilized 
at possibly $2 a bushel and soybeans at 
$4 a bushel. Having the price of old soy­ 
beans listed at $11 a bushel when they 
have none to sell is not good. If the price 
were stabilized, then it would give farm­ 
ers something to shoot for. 
A picture of the overall market from 
Bill Compton at the Falmouth Elevator 
explains to some extent why the price 
may continue high. This country has no 
storage bins. They were sold last winter, 
so there is now no grain in storage, and 
the only grain available is grain in the 
far midwest that has not been able to 
get freight cars to transport it to ship­ 
ping centers. Internationally, the bal­ 
ance of payment is important, and grain 
raised in our country is our best way to 
establish it. 
Recently I came across a statement is­ 
sued by the City Hospital in Rushville in 
September of 1943 for obstetrical care. 
This mother had her baby at the hospital 
and was billed for five days of hospital 
care. The total bill was $32.50. Her de­ 
livery room, fee was $10.00 and her hospi­ 
tal room cost $4.50 per day. Thus the de­ 
livery was $10.00 and the total hospital 
service was $22.50. This did not include 
any fee for the physicians. It is taken for 
granted that the above was billed for a 
two-bed ward. 
Rush Memorial Hospital lists several 
prices for a room in a two-bed ward. The 
cheapest room daily is $45.00. Other two- 
bed ward rooms cost $49 and $52 daily. 
From our Rush County Farm Bureau 
Co-op Association, it was possible to find 
out the exact price of 1943 corn on the 
Chicago Board of Trade. (Ella Krise, 
their efficient secretary and bookkeeper, 


If farmers were receiving today the 
same per cent of increase for their com 
that the hospital is receiving for their 
rooms, com would be selling today for 
$9.45 a bushel. The increase from $4.50 
to $45 would increase com selling from 
$1.05 up 900 per cent. (Is my mathe­ 
matics correct?) 
At the present time, the hospital is 
charging $30 for1 delivery and $49 for1 use 
of the labor room, making the cost of the 
delivery $79.00. This does not include the 
cost of the physician. In 1943, the total 
cost of the delivery room was $10.00. 
Percentage wise, the increase in cost 
for the hospital fee is 600 per cent. (This 
per cent was established from the in­ 
crease of $10 to $70). Thus, com selling 
at $2.20 a bushel is a bargain. If the price 
of corn in 1943 had gone up 100 per cent, 
it would be selling for $2.10 a bushel. 
Hospital charges are only one example 
of the way that prices have inflated dur­ 
ing the years. A future story will review 
the price of groceries advertised in a 
1943 issue of the Rushville Republican. 
Farm prices are the only prices that 
have remained constant, so it is only 
fair that price adjustments in the future 
give farmers a fair shake in today’s 
economy.

His 
first telethon — the first of its 
kind in the nation — was broad- 
east by ABC from New York 
and Washington. 
He says it grossed $4 million, 
of which about half was eaten 
by the expense of putting it on. 
However, it did get the Demo­ 
cratic party's debt down to $3.1 
million, be adds. 
“I 
would 
think 
with 
the 
present environment of people’s 
concern that we could do sub­ 
stantia ly better than we did 
last time,” he said. 
The environment to which he 
refers is the national impact 
created by the Senate Select 
Committee’s televised hearings 
on last year's break-ins at the 
Watergate offices of the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee. 
What effect will the Water­ 
gate scandal have on the com­ 
ing telethon? 
“I think it should help, be­ 
cause really the whole history 
behind Watergate started with 
the method of financing the 
campaign,” he said, referring 
to the campaign to re-elect 
President Nixon.

Anybody who gives 
that kind of money is going to 
be expecting something la re­ 
turn.” 
Brown’s 
telethon kicks off 
two weeks after a 20-hour La­ 
bor Day national telethon co­ 
median Jerry Lewis will hold to 
raise 
funds 
for 
muscular 
dystrophy 
research. 
Lewis 
hopes to raise $10 million. 
Won’t that telethon tend to 
reduce 
donations 
sought 
by 
Brown and his fellow Demo­ 
crats? 
“That’s 
anybody’s 
guess,” 
said Brown, who was hero to 
discuss the coming Democratic 
show with NBC officials. “I'd 
like to think that one really 
wouldn’t affect the other. I 
hope that Jerry Lewis gets 
them in the mood of giving and 
we can follow up with our tele­ 
thon.” 
Brown, who has been men­ 
tioned as a possible senatorial 
candidate in 1974 in his native 
state of Kentucky, was asked 
about his political plans. He 
said he has none right now and 
plans only to concentrate on his 
business 
activities 
after the 
telethon. 
**I tell you, the older I get, 
the less interested I am in 
•taking public office,” he said. 
“I guess the reason I’m moti­ 
vated to work on this telethon 
now is that I’d just like to fin­ 
ish the job the first one set out 
to accomplish.”

Gty Managers Trained To Handle Urban Problems 


By MICHAEL J. SNIFFEN 
Associated Fresa Writer 
Men who go to school to learn 
how to run city governments 
still spend most of their time 
being taught to draft a budget 
or prepare a bond issue, but 
dramatic urban problems are 
becoming an increasing part of 
their classroom work. 
T h i s 
development 
has 
•merged over the last two dec­ 
ades as more and more cities 
switched to the council man­ 
ager form of government and 
hired trained city managers. 
Another factor was the spread 
of' conflicts over race, educa­ 
tion, transportation and housing 
from the large central cities 
into the smaller municipalities 
of the nation. 
There are now about 2,200 
city managers in the United 
States running two-thirds of the 
nation’s cities over 5,000 popu­ 
lation. About 1,700 city man- 
ag trs run cities under 25,000 in 
population. 
More and mora these men 
have graduate school training 
to do this job and that training 
is more diverse than ever be­ 
fore. “What is being taught is 
quite a variety,” said Mark 
Keane, 
executive director of 
the International City Manage­ 
ment 
Association. 
“It 
starts 
from the premise that there is 
no limit to what a good urban 
m anager ought to know.” 
Keane said an abbreviated 
list of what a food manager 
ought to be familiar with in­ 
cludes: psychology and sociolo­ 
gy, 
physical sciences, 
math- 
e m e t i c s 
and 
quantitative 
analysis, 
philosophy, 
history 
and ethics. This is in addition 
to the standard curriculum of 
public administration. 
Currently 88 per cent of the 
managers have college degrees 
)r graduate training; 27 per 
cent have masters or other ad­ 
vanced degrees. 
In 1934, 77 per cent of the city 
managers with a bachelors d«- 
Eree majored In engineering, 
isually dvü engineering. Today 
hat total is 33 per cent. 
“In the old days, a city coun­ 
cil would lode for an engineer 
since so many of the worst 
problems were to physical con- 
i t r u e l i o n : «ewers, road*, 
>aiki,” «aid Keane. “Now they 
ire looking tor a broader edu­ 
cation with a .greater focus on 


management and the social sci­ 
ences.” Thirty-nine per cent of 
city managers with bachelors 
degrees have them in liberal 
arts now and 12 per cent in 
ptiblic administration. 
But the model city manager 
these days, according to Keane, 
has a masters in public admin­ 
istration and three or more 
years of experience in urban 
management jobs below that of 
city manager 
There are only a few gradu­ 
ate schools where there is spe­ 
cific emphasis on training city 
managers as opposed to gener­ 
al public administrators 
who 
can move from city to state to 
federal jobs. 
Perhaps the foremost in spe­ 
cific city manager training is 
the University of Kansas at 
Lawrence; others are Howard 
University, the University of 
Michigan and the University of 
Arizona. The three are running 
programs to train more minor­ 
ity group members for city 
management. 
Public policy schools produce 
city managers but that is not 
their focus. The public adminis­ 


tration schools, in Turn, have 
added more policy analysis in 
recent years. 
“The old attitude that city 
managers were outside politics 
can no longer stand up,” said 
Dr. Jamea T. Jones, dean of 
Howard University's School of 
Business and Public Adminis­ 
tration. “Everybody has come 
to understand that city man­ 
agers are involved in policy 
content 
and 
imple mentation 
and policy obviously is the po­ 
litical process.*’ 
Whatever ttie training, most 
of those who do it agree with a 
91 -year-old 
retired 
business­ 
man, 
Richard 
Childs, 
who 
dreamed up the council-man­ 
ager form of government in 
1908 and has lived to see it 
transform American local gov­ 
ernment. 
“A boy coming right out of 
school at age 34 isn’t ready to 
be a city manager of even 100 
people with a $250,000 budget,” 
said Childs who has fought hun­ 
dreds of battles beside man­ 
agers around the country trying 
to get his form of government 
adopted.

FM radio for the departm ent 
during the year. Fine. So, how' 
does

help 
me, 
the 
tax 
payer? 


If you are a resident of An­ 


derson Township, it should help 


to cut your township budget by 


$1,000 dollars. How much of a 


rate decrease that will be can’t 


be judged until all the figures 
are in on the 1073 assessment. 
But, that could be a savings 
of 4 or 5 cents on a Township 
rate 
of

depending

and recreation. It is hoped th at 
with the help of the Psi Iota 
Xi,

This is, however 
a long range project, and the 
total legal aspects, as far as 
revenue sharing is concerned, is 
not fully understood as yet.
